SUGGSSTSD POINTS IN PRESIDENT!'S REPLY: 


When the Soviet Union has satisfactorily effected the 

removal from Cuba of all offensive weapons systems under 
effective international guarantees, the United States will 

be, as I stated in my October 27 letter to Chairman Khrushchev, 
Svery mich interested in reducing tensions and halting the 
arms race.® It is now up to the Soviet Union to create a 

real tasis for a relaxation of existing tensions anc for 
improving relations between our countries.
